In this article, unless the context otherwise requires: 7 
1.  "Board" means the board of governors of the department. 8 
2.  "Department" means the department of mines and mineral resources. 9 
3.  "Director" means the director of the department. 10 
1.  "DIVISION" MEANS THE DIVISION OF MINERAL RESOURCES OF THE ARIZONA 11 

GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 12 
4.  2.  "Minerals" includes metals and metallic and nonmetallic 13 

minerals, except oil and gas.  14 
Sec. 3.  Section 27-101.01, Arizona Revised Statutes, is amended to 15

27-101.01.  Division of mineral resources; objectives; immunity 17 
A.  A department of mines and THE DIVISION OF mineral resources is 18 

established IN THE ARIZONA GEOLOGICAL SURVEY. 19 
B.  The objectives of the department DIVISION are to promote the 20 

development of the mineral resources of this state: 21 
1.  Through technical and educational processes, including field 22 

investigations, public seminars, publications, conferences and mineral 23 
displays.  24 

2.  By providing mining, metallurgical and other technical information 25 
and assistance to all persons who are interested in developing the mineral 26 
resources of this state. 27 

C.  Any claim or action against the department, the board of governors 28 
or any member of the board or the director or DIVISION OR any other officer, 29 
employee or volunteer of the department DIVISION in the person's official 30 
capacity must be brought against the state of Arizona and not against the 31 
department, board, board member, director or officer, ARIZONA GEOLOGICAL 32
